Hopkins County Association to Get Busy and 
Bring Route Through Madisonville, Earl- 
ington, Mortons Gap and Nortonville 

ORGANIZ eTon" ROUTES 

The Hopkins County Dixie Bee Line Association is preparing to 
r\ start the ball rolling for the location of the Dixie Bee Line through this 
\p -county. The routes in Hopkins county have been inspected by the view 
_ , committee of the Dixie Bee Line Association «neV«> now up to old Hop- 
A tins. It is the concensus of opinion thai Hopkins and Webster counties 
r*n land the Dixie Bee Line if they can build the roarJ. That is the one 
■xoblem that confronts us at this time. It is no lenger "Can we get it?" 
It Is now "Can we kulld it?" 

Our people are already familiar with the splendid results that have 
ibeen obtained up to this time. In starting the work the Hopkins County 
Bee Line Association joined hands with the Fiscal Court of Hopkins coun- 
ty and worked out a plan to start the construction fund for the road with 
an appropriation of som: $50,000 by the fiscal court. This move has 
m»t with the hiary support of the people and the fiscal court is being con- 
gratulated on all sides for that progressive step which brings the construc- 
tion of the rood within range of possibility. This appropriation is avail- 
able to any route that the road may take through Hopkins county. 

The road through this county will cost somewhere from 980,000 to 
1120,000, according to which route it takes. It is then necessary to 
raise the amount required to complete the construction of the road by sub- 
scription. These subscriptions must of course be largely made by the peo- 
ple along the route which the road will finally take. 

The Ways and Means Committee of the Hopkins County Bee Line 
Association is undertaking the matter of organizing each proposed route 
through the county and of miking an exhibit of the ability of each of 
thsse proposed routes to build the road. It is at this time believed that 
the possibility of securing the road over any route in the county will rest 
largely upon the ability of thit particular route to complete the road. 
The possibility of securing the route through Hopkins county at all will 
rest largely upon the ability of Hopkins County to show that it can build 
*!he road through Hopkins Oounty. The Dixie Bee Line Association has 
fixed November 4 as the day on which it will hear each county present it< 
claims for the Dixie Bee Line and consider each county's ability to build 
its part of the road, Hopkins county will on that day have to show the 
association that it can build the road within the time prescribed and ac- 
cording to whatever specification are adopted, or it will have to get out of 
the game and let it go elsewhere, 

The Dixie Bee Line Highway is going to be built. It is going to run 
from Danville, III, to Springfield, Tenn., at both of which places it con- 
nects with ih ■ train Dixie Highway which runs from Chicago south to 
the Gulf of Mexico. The Dixie Bee Line will be one hundred or one 
hundred and fifty miles shorter than the main line of the Dixie Highway 
in going from Chicago to the South. We know that that means we will 
get the bulk of the tralfi: that is to go over the Dixie Highway from the 
North to the South or from South to North. That will make it one of the 
most important of the several national highways. It will be worth more 
to Hopkins County than any enterprise that is within reach of us at this 
time. It is our ONE GREAT OPPORTUNITY and nothing stands in 
our way now except the fact that we must finish capitalizing this opportu- 
nity while it stands open to us.

About three years ago 
this concern stopped men from 
going out of the gates during tha 
noon hour without a special pas*, 
because of tbe fact that there 
were saloons close to the main 
entrance of the plant. Realizing 
tbe gravity of the problem, the 
llliooit Steel Company ipstjtuted. 
Well-considered measures to pro- 
mote the abstinence and efficien- 
cy of cheir men. This campaign 
was under the direction of Mr. 
H. B. Smith. Inspector of Safety 
and Labor. When it started one 
of the saloons across the street 
from the plant used eight bar- 
tenders. At the present time it 
uses two. The employes are de- 
finitely requested to abstain from 
liquors on their way to work. 
Striking posters were prepared 
for the bulletin boards, and 
"The Mixer," the plants publica- 
tion, contained temperance ma- 
terial in each issue. Mr. Smith, 
himself, holds frequent confer- 
ences with the foremen. Every 
opportunity is given to the men 
to procure milk aud similar sub- 
stitutes. 

"When we employ a man,'* 
says Mr. Smith, "he is asked if 
he ia in the habit of drinking al- 
coholic liquors. If be is, he ia 
informed that he might as well 
uotgotowoik as be would be 
laid off sooner or later.

Kentucky Forests s Big Itsm In Indus- 

■•■-l Wal Lifa. 

Kentucky forests pTay a l>ig part In 
the industrial life of the state, and not 
duly for the amount of timber they 
produce, which, according to the last 
rlgures of the census available, waa 
W1.2M.000 feet, board measure, oud 
it la of Interest to point out the direc- 
tion in which the forests of the state 
are of vital Importance to various in- 
terests. The capital Invested In log- 
ging and milling operations In one year 
(1910) was $21,381,000 and the average 
number of wage earners 13,0*2 (five 
times as many as are employed In the 
distilled liquor business, which beads 
the list lu value of product). The num- 
ber of active sawmills In Kentucky, 
according to the last census (1813), waa 
1,061. The railroads are one of the 
greateat users of timber In the United 
States. The timber demanded by them 
Is mostly In the sha[>e of cross ties, tel- 
ephone and telegraph poles, material 
for car building, etc. It Is safe to aay, 
from the best figures obtainable, that 
over 2,000,000 crosatlee were pur- 
chased by the railroads la Kentucky 
hi 1914. Another great Industry which 
Is in its infancy In Kentucky, which 
consumes large quantities of wood 
products, la the mining Induatry, espe- 
cially the coal mining Industry, and It 
Is for this reasou that in the coal min- 
ing regions of the eastern part of the 
atate the state forester has met with 
the heartiest cooperation lu an endeav- 
or to suppress the forest fires. 

The timber used lu the mines is lu 
the form of lagging, stulls, props, ties 
and lumber for toe construction of 
buildings of various sorts. It la fig- 
ured that from three to four feet, board 
measure, are used for each ton of coal 
inlued. Kentucky now ranks fifth 
among the states In the production of 
coal.
